excessively overt attacks upon tne Jalted States, since their sole objec~ 
tive is to publicize the undesiiability of war.

The CJM and JP will oe organigai to wor: with the Partido Popular in the 
soning elections and will spread propag nda, assist at publie meatlngs., 
and gollect funds. 


The youth organizations will difend Nort! Korea and demonstrate that the 
United Nations, dominated by tle United itates, has actually sanctioned 
the aggression, They will demynd that Vevlco aet independently of the 
United States in the United Nalions. 


the orpwanigations will atback cvoapilsory x itary service, but only by 
Legal means, and the nenbers a:e not to reitse to perform military duties 
when they are drafted.
